NEW YORK.—-One of the worst 
hurricanes in history swung out to 
.sea northeast of New York today 
-- with all vessels warned to get 
out of its way. 

I Despite its violence over 1000 
miles of Atlantic coastline, only 
seven persons are known to be 
killed. Fifteen more, however, 
were missing. 

A death loll estimated at 46 
was drastically revised shortly aft- 
i pr dawn when '.'A men feared lost 
I from the S. S. Long Island in 
I Delaware Bay were found alive on 
I a coal barge two miles off shore. 
I Four men of the Ivong Island crew 
^ were still missing.

Statement Issued

the White Hou.se le.ss than two 
hour.s, after returning from the 
Harvard university tercentenary 
celebration to the bedside of Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who i.s recovering from 
an attack of grippe, when Karly 
summoned newspapermen and is- 
.sued the statement. 

The text follows: 

“My attention im.s been called to 
a planned attempt led by a certain 
notorious newspaper owner to 
mak(' it apjiear that the President 
pa.ssively accepts the support of 
alien organizations hostile to the 
American form of government. 

"F’ake Ishih^s" 

“Such articles are conceived in 
malice and born of political spite. 
They are delib<!rately framed to 
give a fal.se impression in other 
worrls to ‘frame’ the American 
people. 

“'ITie Pr'(?sident doe.s not want 
and lines not welcome the vote or 
support of any individual or group 
taking orders from alien sources. 

“'nus simple fact i.s, of coui.se, 
obvious. 

“'fhe American people will not 
permit their attention to be di¬ 
verted from real isnues to fake 
issues which no patriotic, honor¬ 
able, iiecent citizen would jiuriiose- 
ly inject into American affairs."

5 Te^ouirry orowers 
deceive $90,000 
This Month 


Two final payments are on the 
way for Orange county walnut 
growers on the record 1935 crop. 

One, amounting to about 590,000, 
is due the last week of this month. 
II is at the rate of one cent per 
pound on the saleable 70 per cent 
or the crop. 

Another, not yet determined, will 
he mafle by the walnut control 
board on the 30 per cent surplus 
turned over to that board and di.s- 
posed of In foreign markets and 
other non-competitive channels. 

I.argest Crop 

Carlye Thorpe, general manager 
of the California Walnut Growers 
association, announced that the. 
last of 905,000 bags growm in 
America last year, the largest sin¬ 
gle crop in the country's history, 
has been sold. The a.s.sociation has 
■sold 70 per cent or .502,000 bags, 
at establi-shed market prices, but 
85,000 bags of these were .sold for 
September delivery, and will com¬ 
pete somewhat with the new crop. 

Actual returns are not in for the 
September shipments, but the as¬ 
sociation is borrowing sufficient 
money against the sales to pay 
growers late this month. The pay- 
m.ent will bring the total returns 
to growers to 12.4 cents per pound, 
Thorpe said. 

13-Cent Price 

Much of the control board’s hold¬ 
ings were sold In export orders for 
September and October .shipment, 
and ca.sh returns will not be avail¬ 
able until November, it was said. 
It is believed, however, that grow¬ 
ers wdll get an average of 12 cents 
or better on the entire crop. 

This compares with 11.4'7 cents 
per pound on the 1934 crop, which 
was 19 per cent less in volume 
than the 1935 production. 

Instead of the 70-30 division of 
saleable and surplus ohtainnlg la.st 
year, the ratio has been set at 75 
and 25 per cent for the 1936 crop.

IJNCOI.X. Neb. f/Pi T) I. Gros.s, 
extension agronomist at the Ne¬ 
braska Agricultural college, a.sserl- 
ed tofiay that contlitions brought 
about by protracted drought in the 
middle west held a threat of dust 
storms in 1937 “infinitely worse 
than tho.se of the spring of 1935.’’ 

From ob.servations in his own 
state Gross said he was convinced 
that “.should lh»' spring of 1937 be 
a dry one, the stage already is .set 
for dust storms the like of which 
Nebraska has never witnes.scTl. 

“Millions of acres in Nebraska 
are now bare of vegetation,” he 


said “Soil on the.se acres is in a 
powdery, blowable condition and 
with the freezing and thawing of 
winter will become more .so.” 

Tlie agronomist said more than 
half of Nebra.ska's 10,000,000 corn 
acres were unprotected by cover 
crops or weerJs and that an addi¬ 
tional two or three million aci'es 
of land which never was summer 
fallowed before was in danger of 
blowing. 

He urged the seeding of small 
grains such as oats and barley snd 
fall rye or pasture crops to cover 
the soil and hold it from the blow¬ 
ing winds of the winter and spring.

.Not Official 

Sheridan said the water is to 
be delivered here under 60 pounds 
of pre.saure per .square inch, an 
advantage particularly for domes¬ 
tic systems. He .said that Ana¬ 
heim can lift its water to the sur¬ 
face for $8 or $9 per acre foot, 
but that the cost doubles in 
placing it under pressure in the 
water mains. 

F. E. Weymouth, general man¬ 
ager of the MWD, explained that 
the action of the hoard does not 
officially fix the rate for water, 
but merely expresses the board’s 
judgment on the matter at 
present.

When Judge Richard Egan 
came to San Juan Capistrano in 
the early days he acquired a 
large ranch then open to settle¬ 
ment. 

He was very active in public 
life. He did not seek office, but 
he was always serving those who 
needed his fair honest service. He 
served on the commission that ad¬ 
justed the many di.spute3 between 
fJrange and L/>s Angeles counties. 
There were many disputes when 
Orange county w'as separated from 
Los Angeles county in 1889. 

He was a commissioner on a 
body of men which constructed 
the first paved highways in Or¬ 
ange county. 

He W'as justice of the peace for 
many years in San Juan Capis¬ 
trano. He refused to accept any 
fees during that time and the fines 
he collected were used to help the 


poor. He u.sed .some of his own 
money to help the distrc.ssed who 
came under his ob.servation. 

Judge P^gan was active in help¬ 
ing to .secure the right-of-way for 
the Santa P^e railroad. If there 
was any movement launched that 
showed benefits for the people, 
Judge P'gan was a .staunch .sup¬ 
porter of the movement. 

He was liked by the people he 
served. They called him “Judge 
Dick.” The home that he built in 
San Juan Capistrano is still stand¬ 
ing. It is a red brick house on 
the slate highway as you pass 
through the mission town. That 
house is a monument of justice 
tempered with the human touch. 
We need more like him. W’c need 
men who serve their fellow' men 
and do not exploit them. Judge 
Egan is an example for the mod¬ 
em lawyers to follow.

$2500 License Asked 
Law Proposed by City

ORANGE.— A WPA project .sub¬ 
mitted by the city .several weeks

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Vot¬ 
ers in the Huntington Beach area 
will be faced with two tango par¬ 
lor ordinances, instead of one, at 
the general election In November, 
it wa.s decided at a meeting of 
the city council here la.st night. 

Voicing dissati.sfaction with a 
profKJsed ordinance presented by 
41f3 signers of a petition demand¬ 
ing council action, members of 
the city board ordered City At¬ 
torney Kay Overacker to draft a 
second licensing law. and both 
will appear on the ballot at the 
state election Nov. 3. 

The ordinance proposed by the 
petitioners briefly establishes a 
$500 per year licen.se. prohibits 
more than two parlors for one 
type of game and permits i.s.su- 
ance of licen.ses only to residents 
of Huntington Bearh for the past 
five years. 

City councilmen decided that the 
proposed licen.slng fee wa.s too low, 
and will ask a payment of $25 per 
chair, with a minimum of $2500 
per year llcen.se for each establish¬ 
ment in the second ordinance. 
'Phey also recommended that the 
time period for operators to live in 
the community too high, and re¬ 
duced that to two years. Al.so. 
they recommended that the parlors 
be re.strirted to the buslne.ss di.^- 
trict. 

Representatives of the board 
will appear before the county 
.supervisors next Tuesday to ask 
permission to place the two meas¬ 
ures on the state ballot.

a criminal. 

The duty of the warden is to 
help the hunter, and to make sure 
no illegal game is taken, rather 
than to work a hardship on the 
hunter.

Savajrery at Salinas 

R EGARDLE.S& of which side, if either, may command 
your sympathies, doesn’t it look from this distance 
as if the lettuce packers and growers of the Salinas area, 
on the one hand, and their employes, on the other, have 
adopted strangely ineffective methods to accomplish any- 
thing of constructive value for themselves, their industry 
or their community? 

Machine guns mounted on packing sheds—tear gas 
and nauseating gas bombs hurled into street crowds and 
into soup kitchens—clubs and rocks used by rioting 
picket-s lettuce loads sprayed with kerosene—highway 
patrolmen forgetting traffic duties to join in the melee- 
stores barricaded—schools closed—confusion, hatred and 
demoralization general! 

Nor, of course, are the loss and suffering confined 
to the battling participants. Salinas, a fine California 
city, in a day acquires a reputation for disorder, unde¬ 
served though it be, which it will not live down in years; 
all the business of the city is paralyzed; children and 
women are terrified; and in the markets clear across the 
country the price of a lettuce head at once goes up. 

Something is wrong with our methods, our institu¬ 
tions, our social outlook, our morals when we revert to 
.savagery like this in an effort to settle a dispute over 
wages and working conditions.

MWI) Price Merits Study 

A PRICE of per acre foot has been tentatively fixed 
for Colorado river aqueduct water delivered into Or¬ 
ange county by the Metropolitan water district. MWD 
directors announced this figure yesterday in response to 
requests from leading water users for information as to 
the prospective cost of water if this county joins the 
district. 

Announcement of the price puts the county in a posi¬ 
tion to act. No doubt some interesting data will be forth¬ 
coming as water companies, ranchers and others consider 
this price in relation to what they are now paying. 

Possibly .$15 an acre foot will seem out of line for 
such crops as beets, alfalfa and possibly beans, although 
for some other products it might be fair enough. 

It must be remembered, too, that this is only the cost 
of the water. The cost of joining the district and paying 
the pro rata share of the initial .$220,000,000 bond issue 
to build the line must also be borne. 

There are advantages to having MWD water, most 
outstanding of which, perhaps, is that it is secure and 
adequate. But the matter is complicated and not one for 
snap judgment. It deserves the attention and study of all 
serious-thinking citizens before final action is taken.

I'idal waves have raced across oceans at a 
speeil of more than .'iOO miles an hour. Only 
the radio and the cable can outrun them and 
in order to flash warnings there must be a well- 
organized network of communication. Tidal 
waves have been known to travel a distance of 
7,000 miles, 

“What is wanted anil needed in every case of 
di.saster is a dispassionate survey of the situa¬ 
tion, the means of averting its repetition or 
minimizing the evils of a repetition, and a study 
of the relief measures taken, all looking toward 
improvement on the next occasion," the doctor 
states. 

"An institute of re.search would not only 
study causes and look for advance information 
but would supplement the work of the Hed 
t.ross.

The story is not ancient history The fall of 
Pompeii was only one of the early i hajiters 
There are earthquakes that come without 
warning, but those of origin through volcanic 
eruption may be predicted if the voli ano is 
under scientific observation. The direi t danger 
from the volcano is not great While hot lava 
has been known to run down a mountain side 
at a speed of thirty miles an hour, the front of 
the wave cools rapidly and moves only a few 
miles In a day 

T he eruption of Mt. Pelee in l!i02 was an 
exception. There the heat and ga.ses poured 
down upon the town of Saint-Pierre and snuffed 
out the lives of the Inhabitants as if they had 
been caught In a lethal chamber. Survivors on 
ships In the harbor, however, said they were 
scorched by the heat but did not experience the 
symptoms of asphyxiation. 

Krakatoa, In the Straits of Sunda between 
Sumatra and Java, was another exception. It 
celebrated In August 1883 with one of the most 
stupendous eruptions ever recorded. Five years 
of earthquakes preceded it, and three months of 
minor eruptions was culminated In a blast that 
blew Into oblivion a peak 1,400 feet above sea 
level and excavated beneath that tremendous 
mass a sub-sea orater another 1,000 feat deep.

From his 20 years of study of terrestrial 
activity, a study given added impetus by recent 
disasters. Dr. .laggar foresees the establishment 
of a bureau for forecasting volcanic eruptions 
and earthquakes rendering a service similar to 
that of the U. S. W’eathcr Bureau. He plans for 
an Institute of Terrestrial Research, world-wide 
in its activities He hopes to sec it organized as 
one of the great American contributions to 
human safety and to have its operation cen¬ 
tered In the National Park where Kllauea 
flaiinla the challenge of the hidden forces of 
destruction.

O UR everyday word, ALAIiM, 
is from the Italian call to 
arms, very little altered.

The adjective A/>RRT, meaning 
mat rh ,ul, rrodi/ for artum. w'as 
originally a military word bor¬ 
rowed in the 16th century from 
the Italian nli rrlo. (short for 
nlln < rta), to flir, u:alrh-louy r. a 
shout of warning to which our 
phrase on the alert is rearlily 
traceable. This phra.se. by the 
way, contains a reduplication, 
Ella, used for "watch-tower,” is 
the feminine form of the Italian 
rrto, "high, erect."

W ITHOt'T the right kind of 
food to nourish his body, no 
child can excel in school; he can¬ 
not work and play as the normal 
child should. "All work and no 
play makes .Jack a dull boy"; .so 
iloes the wrong kind of food make 
lack a dull boy. 

.Some of you mothers have 
asked the f|ue.stion. "What is a 
balanced diet for the child?" To 
answer this que.stion scientihcally 
has been the problem of t.'.ninod 
nutrition workers for a number 
of years. The child's body is 
growing and. therefore, he needs 
especially tho.se foods which are 
high in protein to b.hlri new tis¬ 
sues and to repair the old ones. 
Among foods, it is evident that 
meat and meat proiiucts stand 
high as sources of protein 

Bikewd.se the rhild grows .so 
rapirlly and exerci.ses so con¬ 
stantly that it is quite neces.sary 
for him to eat foods which are 
concentrated. During the teens 
the energy neerls are greater than 
at any other period. Therefore, 
the diet should contain all the 
es.sential foods: meat, cereal 
grains, milk, vegetables, eggs and 
fruits.

C OOK rice in boiling .salted 
water until tender. Drain 
thoroughly, mix with cheese and 
beaten egg yolks. Melt butter, 
blend in flour which has been 
mixed with .salt, mustard and 
paprika.

Bet 
cook 3 minutes, stirring occa¬ 
sionally.

O NK of the newer dishes which 
has gained rapidly in favor 
is the jiork liver loaf. 

PORK LIVER LOAF 
First, you drop about one pound 
of liver in boiling water for two 
minutes, and grind. (This scalding 
makes the liver easier to handle 
when it is to be ground.) .Mix it 
with about one-fourth pound of 
grounil pork. Add to this one- 
fourth cup of bread crumbs which 
have been moistened in a beaten 
egg. one-haif cup of tomato juice, 
one teaspoon of onion juice, two 
teaspoons of salt, and one-fourth 
tcas[)oon pepper. Form this into a 
loaf Place it in a buttered baking 
pan. cover ami bake for an hour 
in a slow oven. 

.Sometimes for variety and al.so 
for additional food value, you can 
add spinach to the pork liver loaf 
that I have just described. For 
this, jilacc the loaf in a buttered 
moki, and cover wdth a layer of 
cooked spinach put through a 
colandei, a^'d garnish with slices 
of haid-cookml eggs. Then cover 
and bake in a slow oven. When 
firm, unmold on a hot platter and 


is especially valuable in the diet. 
It stands very high in vitamins 
and iron and protein content, so 
plan to include in your menus 
some of the tempting liver com¬ 
binations, 

Biver has a characteristic flavor 
— .some children .say, "Oh, well! I 
don’t want to cat liver!" But 
really, cultivating a taste for it 
is often a matter of cooking it 
properly and combining it with 
other food flavors. As for the real 
liver flavor, the e.stabliahcd di.sh, 
liver and bacon, and the ever- 
popular liver .sau.sages, bring out 
the flavor at its be.st. 

To prepare the liver, just wipe 
it with a clean cloth, and in the 
ca.se of beef or pork liver, remove 
the outer skin and any large veins 
that there may be; then it is ready 
to cook into a perfectly delicious 
food for the whole family. 

LIVER AND BACON 

F ort liver and bacon served to¬ 
gether, .sca.son and dredge the 
liver with flour. ( Probably all of 
you have your own way of dredg¬ 
ing with flour, but I have found 
that one of the best ways is to 
put the sea.soning, flour and liver 
slices into a paper bag and shake 
well.) Fry the bacon, remove it 
from the pan and keep it hot 
while you fry the liver in the fat, 
.Serve the liver and bacon to¬ 
gether, and it will be perfectly 
evident to you why this is a fa¬ 
vorite di.sh among our people.

W IPK the beef chuck with a 
clean damp cloth. Dredge 
it with flour and season with .salt 
and pepper.

I over the boats veiy carefully 
before committing my.self to any 
of the runners that try to sign up 
the visitor before he even reaches 
the bank of the main canal. .Some 
of them are rickety: some of them 
are leaky and damp, and since the 
best way to travel i.s to sit fiat 
in the bottom of your barge, it is 
worth while to make sure what 
you're going to get. 

"It takes two hours to traverse 
the quiet canals of Xochimilco, but 
il takes only two minutes from 
the landing to place you hack five 
centuries. Your boatman eases 
you along with a .stout oar that 
he uses sometimes as a paiklle 
sometimes as a punt-pole, 1 he 
water is a clear brown, like 
sherry; it is not very deep and 
you can see the bottom sliding 
past beneath you, as though it 
moved while you stoorl ,still. me 
islands do not float any more. 


M exico, America's neighbor 
on the south, is becoming 
more and more popular with the 
American travsicr. With the Pan- 
American Highway open, touri.sts 
in increasing numbers are driving 
through from the Texas border 
to Mexico City by automobile. 
Points of interc.st along the route 
to the Mexican capital, and in and 
around the famous city, are legion. 
The great new highway begins at 
Laredo, Texas, running almo.st di¬ 
rectly south through mountain 
ranges and over desert land to 
Mexico City, 7,200 feet above the 
sea. 

Joseph Henry Jackson in his 
book "Mexican Interlude,” re¬ 
cently relea.sed by the Macmillan 
Company, publishers of New York, 
describes his recent trip to Mexico 
over this route in part as follows: 

"The Introduction to any new 
country, as all travelers know, is 
ordinarily the most irritating part 
of the whole journey. Be It a bor¬ 
der crossing or a landing from the 
steamer, it comes always to the 
same thing: a port of entry any¬ 
where means the cu.stoms to be 
gone through, 

"I don't know, of course, about 
other Mexican border cro.ssings, 
but at Nuevo Laredo the tourist 
who has been through the cus¬ 
toms mill in other countries has 
a pleasant surprise coming. I had 
more than the usual detail to take 
care, of, since I was taking in a 
German camera and had to reg- 
i.ster it with the American cus¬ 
toms so that when I left Mexico 
I would have evidence that I 
hadn’t bought it in Mexico, where 
tariff on such articles is far less 
than in the United States, Never¬ 
theless. in spite of this, I was 
through the whole business and 
on my way in half an hour. I met 
uniform courtesy, and the fact 
that I knew very little Spanish 
made no difference. American of¬ 
ficialdom could do with some les¬ 
sons from these fMcalr.i on how to 
treat foreigners. There is a sys¬ 
tem, of course. 

"On the bridge, as you approach 
the Mexican end, you are met by 
a voluble gentleman (there are 
dozens of them and all spout 
words like geysers) who takes 
complete charge of you. There is 
no trouble about choosing your 
man; they have their own system 
of rotation, and the man next in 
line simply settles down on you 
like a cloud. The thing to do, we 
had been told, is to put yourself 
in his hands; that's what he is 
there for, and he knows his busi¬ 
ness, You are glad enough to let 
him assume the burden, too, for 
the system is a triumph of com¬ 
plexity, a magnificent confusion 
through which no one unfamiliar 
with its ramifications could begin 
to find a way. 


bustled up waving the last rubber- 
stamped, dated, numbered and 
countersigned paper, our young 
American faded.

JONTERREY was the first 
city of importance along 
the way to the Mexitan capital. 
The Gran Hotel Ancira was 
named after Senor Ancira. back 
in 1909, in the Diaz 'lays, when 
that worthy gentleman decided 
that .Monterrey, his home town, 
should have the finest hotel in all 
Mexico. He meant it, too He went 
to Paris for his architect, and 
when he got him he told him to 
go right ahead and to .spare no 
expense. The architect rolled up 
his sleeves and went at it. By the 
time a year and a half had pa.ssed 
he had spent a million and a half 
pesos, and the pe.so was the pe.so 
then. 

"But at that point the Revolu¬ 
tion came along.

Jack Per ’.ling rattled the saber 
on the border and made faces at 
Pancho Villa’s shadow. Senor An¬ 
cira lost his money, and anyway 
nobody was paying de luxe prices 
for hotel accommodations any 
more: those who could afford such 
things had left Mexico and sailc'l 
away to the secure delights of 
Paris and Monte Carlo. Soldiers 
stabled their horses in the great, 
chilly rotunda for years in one 
revolution after another, an'l 
while the outward and visibli’ jior- 
tions of the hotel aged and grew 
gray, the inward and siuritual 
parts remaineil no more than a 
skeletrin. About sixteen years ago, 
after the country had settled down 
somewhat, the building came into 
the present hands and was fin¬ 
ished up and opened for busi¬ 
ness." 

After graphically describing 
the journey overland to Mexico 
City, capital of the southern re¬ 
public, Mr, Jackson .says about 
the city: 

"If my experience and observa¬ 
tion is of any use, it takes the 
tourist at least twenty-four hours 
to adjust himself to .Mexico City. 
The altitude has something to do 
with it, certainly; all the guide 
books make a point of telling you 
not to try to do too much the lii.st 
few days. They are right about 
that, too; unless you are the ex¬ 
ception you will find that at fir.st 
you are easily winded, that you 
are tired after walking two or 
three blocks, that you are a trifle 
headachy After all, Mexico City 
is 7,200 feet up and that iloes 
make a difference.

Il didn't he would not be al¬ 
lowed to hold the job. Mine spoke 
a very particular English. He was 
the embodiment of politeness He 
offered his most sincere regrets 
when ten minutes later a harried 
little fat man in a uniform far too 
tight for him forgot one of the 
rubber stamps on the triplicate 
copy of my declaration and I had 
to go back for it. But he knew 
his slang, too. When I got through 
with my longest task, which was 
the filling out of the blanks on my 
camera and extra lenses for the 
American officers whose suspi¬ 
cions about the whole affair were 
barely concealed, I went so far 
as to say, 'What a business!’ The 
little Inspector looked at me and 
shook his head. 'You,' he said, 'are 
telling me ?' And we left it at that. 

"Thftn he really got to work. 
Out of thin air he produced two 
sweating porters to haul the bag¬ 
gage out of the car and put it 
back after inspection. He led me 
to the office where the tourist 
cards are issued. Each entrant 
must have one; the fee is one 
American dollar, which permits 
you to tour Mexico at will for 
thirty days. He translated for me, 
ran me expertly through the 
health office where a bored doctor 
looked me over to be sure I would 
live until I got out of the country 
again, shooed away the beggars, 
vendors of serapefi and pink candy, 
and little boys who insisted on 
shining my shoes even when I was 
signing papers. When the flurry 
was all over, he told me what to 
give the porters; the appropriate 
fee is a toston, which is fifty cen¬ 
tavos, half a peso or fourteen 
cents American, for each suitcase 
they have handled. This is approx¬ 
imate, of course; I had six bags 
and I gave them two pesos, which 
satisfied them completely, 

"I was all stowed shipshape and 
ready to start when a ten-year-old 
boy put his foot on the running 
board, rested his chin on the win¬ 
dow opening and told me politely 
that he was an American, too, 
from Sand Springs, Oklahoma. 
Hf* father worked in Nuevo La¬ 
redo, he said, and he liked Mexico 
He wasn’t selling anything and 
didn't want anything excepting 
to be friendly. When my guide

[5 to it. The touri.si who speaks 
fluent Spanish may not feel quite 
so lost; but I didn't and I rlld And 
most newcomers, especially those 
who have driven in, feel the same 
way. Again and again we met 
them, tired anti shaken from what 
seems to them (mo.st of them not 
experienced in any kind of moun¬ 
tain driving) a fearsome and 
dreadful roa'i, unable to sjieak 
the language of the people around 
them, unaccustomed to the ways 
and habits of thought of the 
country, reduced to the point of 
tears by their heljilesH state. It is 
the common exiierience, indeed: 
and it i.s usually shaiiieiied and 
aggravated by the stories that are 
told of the thievery and rascality 
they will surely encounter in that 
strange foreign land, Mexico.” 

The points of interest, dally life 
of the people, their habits and 
customs are given considerabl'' 
space in .Mr. Jackson’s book. Per¬ 
haps the most interesting is his 
visit to Xoehimileo, near Mexieo 
City. Regarding this famous spot, 
the author says: 

"When you visit Xochimilco, 
popularly called the Floating Gar¬ 
dens, you start from Mexieo city’s 
main plaza, the Zoealo, whether 
you drive yourself or go by street 
car. Xochimilco, of course, is a 
public resort; very likely it Is dif¬ 
ficult to keep clean. Every Stinilay 
thousands of middle-class families 
come down for their half-day of 
punting up and down the ancient 
canals, and the refuse of such a 
crowd must be appalling, 

"I had very little time to specu¬ 
late about it, because the flower- 
girls were upon me. At first I re¬ 
sented the violence of their on¬ 
slaught. Six-year-old children to.ss 
tiny bunches of pansies at y'lu 
and some of the older ones who 
can reach up that far, thread th' m 
through your buttonhole while you 
are still hesitating, afraid of step¬ 
ping on bare toes.
